WATERI/>0. Out., August 20.— The funeral of 
Waterloo’s chief citizen and Inmefactor took place 
this afternoon at 2 o’clock, when the remains of 
the late Joseph E. Seagram. Tanada’s greate.st 
turfman and br«‘eder, were laid to rest in Mount 
Ho)ie (’emetcry. The services were held at St. 
Saviour’s Angelican (’hurcli, an<i w<*re conducted hy 
the n*ctor, llev. Mr. Harding, who delivered an elo- 
quent sermon, after which the funeral cortege, 
followed hy a large comourse of sorr»)wing rela- 
tives, friends and acquaintances, proceeded to the 
cemetery. The pallbearers were W. 1‘. Fraser, 
Toronto; Charles Warnerk, (lalt; William Carthow 
ami Simon Itricker, Waterloo; J. M. Scully and 
Dr. Cline. Kitchener. 

Messages of condolence have been reaching here 
from all parts of the world, Mr. Seagram having 
been widely known wherever the thoroughbred and 
the sport of racing are known.

Known as Mr. Seagram was througiiout Cana4|| 
,ns our most extensiv»‘ breeder and owner of thor'- 
oughbred horses, there was, neverthele.ss — among a 
later generation largely — a vague impression that 
this was something in the way of business and 
•entered on with an eye to its advertising value. 
:Such an assumption was doubly misleading to those 
who held it. It was wrong as to the fact, and in- 
volved an absolute misconception of the type of man 
••oncerned. 

Mr, Seagram was, to use what is called an Irish- 
ism, a horseman before he was a man at all. His 
Interests in man’s friend and servant goes back a 
long way. It was signified in a i)Ositive manner 
when he w’as a boy at school. Still a minor, and his 
affairs in the hands of a guardian, he was so keen 
in his interest that he bought his first horse in 
conjunction with the bite Francis IjOW’cH of (lalt. 
inie of (lie best known Ontario horsemen of a half 
<*entury ago. Being a minor himself, and i>erhaps 
not anxious to be known at that age as the owner 
<»f race horses, his name did not appear in the 
transaction, and entries were made in the name of 
.Mr. Lowell. Tims, instead of seizing on the Queen’s 
-I’late to’ exploit himself when established in busi- 
ness, Mr. Seagram was actually an owner for some 
lime before the year 1860, before the first Plate 
was run or thought of as a fixed event. He was 
a racing man for the love of it; for the pleasure of 
intellect lliat the study of the history of the thor- 
oughbred afforded him; for the satisfaction of see- 
ing the working out of his breeding plans and opera- 
tions in the winning of races by animals of his own 
production; for the inducement it held out to him 
iin the way of the health accompanying outdoor pur- 
Miits; for the delights of meeting old friends and 
making new ones under congenial circumstonces. 
He was a iiorseman and a racing man for the 
hundred things that make a turf career enjoyble. not 
for the sake of i»ecuniary profit, direct or indirect. 
He put his case not long ago in these words: 
“‘They destroyed my business, and now they are 
taking away my pleasure — the breeding and racing 
of horses.” 

AUTHORITY ON THOROUGHBRED HORSE. 

Mr. Seagram was well equipped, too, for a lead- 
ing iwsition on the turf. A man of wide reading 
on man.v subjects, versed in public affairs, strong 
in his convictions and generous in temperament, 
he had a capacity for clear thinking and sound 
judgment that impressed all who sat at the same 
board with him. whether the board were concerned 
with affairs of business or sfiort. He gave to turf 
:df fairs the close attention that he could not dis- 
ass(M‘iate from his work in any field of his many 
Mctivities. On the subject of the thoroughbred horse 
gew men in America were better informed or had 



A. B. IlanciK'k, and inciilentall.v the American 
turf, lost one of the most successful sires of recent 
years v. hen Olt died at Mr. Hancock’s K’.lerslie 
Stud in Virginia. At the recent yearling sales 
at Saratoga seventeen sons and dfiugliters of ('elt 
sold for a total of $luri.3(N). ciMivincing evidem*e of 
the popularity of that young stallion and the de- 
mand for his progen.v. 

(’elt was a chestnut horse by (’oinmiindo — Maid 
of Erin and was bnal b.v the late James R. Keene 
at his famous Castleton Stud in Kentucky. B.v 
common consent and li.v proof of his racing, Celt 
was one of the best racers ever sent out from 
Castleton and but little inferior to his invincible 
stableinate, Colin. Unluckily early lameness inter- 
fered with a brilliant career on the track and en- 
for<-e<l his t<K> early retirement to the stud. He was 
not raced much, having started in imt six races, 
twice jis ai two-year-old, twice as a three-year-oM 
.in<l twii'c as a four-year-old. As a two-year-old In* 
ran second to (’oliu in the Flatlm.sh Stakes at 
Sheepshcad Bay and w’on the Junior Champion 
Stakes at (Iraveseud, defeating Uncle, Meclick and 
Firestone, As a three-year-old he won the Jockey 
Club Weight -for- Age Race at Belmont Park, de- 
feating Jack Atkin and Dorante at a mile and an 
'-ighth. run in l:r»2. Then he won the Brooklyn 
Handicap, with 106 iKiunds up, with great ease in 
2:04 Mi. with Fair Play, 99 pounds, second; Master 
Robert. 0r». third, and King James, 98. lapped on 
Master Robert, fourth. Then he spread a hoof and 
retired for the year. 

The lollowing spring he w’as rei>orted to be a 
sound luH*se and trained favorably. He made his 
first apiiearance in a race for a purse at Belmont 
Park Ma.v and wo*i ia 'a cniiter from Choir- 

master of Chesterbrook and Homecrest. This was 
in the way of preparation for the Brooklyn Handi- 
cap, run June 3. He was a 1 to 3 favorite, but 
King Janies won, with Restigouche second and Celt 
a badly beaten but game third. Sliortly after the 
race it was discoverc<l that his old infirmity had 
beset him again. A iM*rsistent but vain effort to 
restore him to racing condition was made. Finally 
his case was given up as hopeless and he was retired 
to the stud. His racing record follows:

SAR.VTOGA SPRINGS, N. V., August 20.— Gwyn 
Tompkins, than wdiom tliere is no better judge of 
a stccpleciiaser in the country, is autliority for 
the statement that there are more high-elass horses j 
being scluaded through the field at present tlian 
ever before in the liistory of cross-country sport 
in .America. ‘‘One day at Belmont Park I saw r.o 
fewer than thirty green fencers scliooling, and many 
of tlicm were tliree-year-olds. Barring one or two 
they jumped in a manner that gave every indica- 
tion that they will develop into high-class fencers, 
iind I predict that large fields will go to the post 
in many of the steeplechases run at the different 
tracks next fall.” 

I'he Greentree Stable lias a particularly promis- 
ing trio in Roi (’raig, Wyndover and Sweepment. 
It is said tliat the three cost their iu*w oAvners 
$15.0(K>. 'I'liey Avere left over at Belmont Park, 
wliere Jimmy Ovsens and V. Powers are preparing 
them for the Harbor Hill Cup and other engage- 
ments at the Maryland fall meetings. 

(lAA'yn Tompkins has what he considers a prom- 
ising pair in L’Effare and Highland Light. A 
foAV days ago tlie Virginia turfman signed Yourall 
to do his riding, and the latter is schooling the 
Tompkins pair tlirough the field. 

I^*wis Garth has nine green jumpers that he is 
scluMiling for W. T. Wilkinson, and F. Ambrose 
(^lark has a half dozen doAvii at liLs farm at 
CooiierstoAvn. .\. Y. Joseph E. Davis has a couple, 
and G. W. Ijoft, a ncAvcoraer into steeplechasing, 
has three or four, among them Papp. 

John Kermath has a half dozen new ones for 
W. A. Prime, und-J. T. Gwathmey nn.l the- W4de 
ner, Coe and Griffith stables also have some prom- 
ising material. 

PIMLICO ENCOURAGES STEEPLECHASING. 

The Maryland Jockey Club is doing more than 
any other club in tlie country to encourage cross- 
country si>ort. and Pimlico offers tlie only $10.(XK) 
stake for jumpers in the country. This course is a 
sort of gathering place for all of tlie big owners of 
steeplechasers, and the races through the field at 
the spring and fall meetings there are the strong- 
est attraction offered by the club. 

Horsemen are already making preparations for 
a winter’s campaign at either New Orleans or Ha- 
vana. Some have already announced their plans 
and others are waiting to see AV’hat offerings the 
rival clubs Avill make in the way of stakes and 
purses. Wm. A. Carter, Avho trains the horses rac- 
ing in the nom de course of the Armonia Stable, is 
the first to aniiouuce his intention of shipping direct 
to one of the Avinter tracks from here. At the con- 
clusion of the Saratoga meeting he will send his en- 
tire liand to Now York. Avhere tliey will loaded 
on a steamer and sent to Havana. Carter turned 
out twelve horses at the Armonia plantation near 
Mantanzas last spring. He is anxious to get back 
and take them up, so that tliey will be ready when 
tlie meeting at Oriental Park begins. He received 
a letter from one of his employes, Fernandez 
Morales, in which the latter predicts that the 
meeting at Oriental Park next winter will eclipse 
in lAoint of importance all others giA-en at the 
Cuban course. Carter ships from here the mare 
Lackawanna, Walnut Hall and a couple of others 
among them a tAvo-year-old by Tracery — Moneta. 
A yearling brotlier to tlie latter was piircliased 
at (he sales here b.v J. W. McClelland for $10,000. 
'I’lie Tracery cedt lias never been to tlie post, but 
has shown some fluttering trials. 

W. C. Daly is scliooling Rockiiort and Peerless 
One through the field, and tlie latter is said to be 
promising. 

Joseph McLennan, racing secretary at Havre de 
Grace, is expected here within the next few days. 
Havre de Grace, with its flattering inducements to 
the horsemen, is certain to have a great meeting. 

OLD SARATOGA EMPLOYE DEAD. 

Reid Inlanders, for eighteen years employed by the 
Saratoga Association as track superintendent, died 
smldeuly here this morning at ids liome on the 
grounds. Mr. lenders Avas apparently in gootl 
health yesterday and visited several of the Iiorse 
men at their stables, among them Tliomas J. Healey. 
He is said to liave suffered a stroke. Before com- 
ing to the Saratoga course Mr, I.rfinders filled the 
i>ositiuu of farm superiiitendent for the late Henry 
llilt«>u. whose estate is one of the show places in 
tills part of tlie country. 

H. G, Bedwell received a letter from ex-joekey 
Lindsey Avliicli brouglit tin* neAVs that he had lost 
one of Ills legs as a result of an accident. Lindsey 
is at present in Jacksonville, Florida. His old 
friends among the jockeys here have taken up a 
subscription to purchase him an artificial limb. 

Jimmy Jolinston is said to huA’c suffered a third 
stroke of paralysis at liis home in (Queens, I»ng 
Island. 

M. J. Winn, general manager of the Kentucky 
tracks. Avho has lH>cn spending a few Aveeks here, 
will leave Friday for his home in ('oA’ington. Ky. 
('olomd Winn is most eiitliusiastic over the outlook 
for the fall meetings in Kentucky and predicts 
that tlie 8i>ort Avill lie of a high caliber. ‘‘If large 
purses will bring the liest horses there we will see 
that the money is hung up,” said Mr. Winn.

SARATOGA SPRINGS, N. Y., August 20.— More 
mud racing as a result of last iiiglit’s lie.avy storm 
was the order, lint fine weather prevailed tliis 
afternoon and tliis was resiKuisilile for a return of 
the former big attendanee. The ra<*ing did not 
suffer as a ri'snit of the bad truck, but tlie original 
card Avas suiijected to mucli scratching. The stake 
race particularly suffereil in this resiH-ct. 

Samuel C. Hildreth’s crack Purchase, regarded li.v 
many as the champion three-year-old. addeil an- 
other bracket to his extensive list of triumphs Avhen 
he accounted for the Saranac Handicap, Avorth $2,325 
net, and Avon in commanding style, tliough (‘urrying 
133 iM>und8. Passing ShoAA’er aaus closest to liim at 
tlie end and Tlie Trump, the only other starter, was 
AA-ell iMaiten liefore going three-ijuarters. The time 
of tlie race Avas the slowest of the afternoon and 
it Avas really only a big exercise gallop for the 
big chestnut to lead liis oi)i>ononts home. 

That his victory was anticipate<l was refleoteil 
ill the betting, for lie was held at a prohibitive price 
and only tlie most venturesome were inspiw‘d to 
indulge in any betting stunts for or against ids 
chances. Some hone Avas held out for tliose who 
had supported The Trump, for tlint colt showed 
cnougli larly speed to enable liim to lead the others, 
but his pa<‘ing effort was only on sufferance, as 
Purchase Avas under stout restraint and Avhon 
called on by Knapp sprinted by tlie leader as if 
he Avas standing still. 

There Avas a prospect that I’urcliase might he 
given an argument in the stretch Avhen Passing 
Shower lotmied up with a rush and Knapp did have 
to rouse his mount briefly, but Passing ShoAver’s 
challenge Avas short lived, for Piircliase sprinted 
aAvay again and during the last eighth was only 
cantering to retain a lead of one length, a satisfy- 
ing margin to his jockey, to the end, 

PURCHASE AN IMPRESSIVE COLT. 

That Purchase is a great colt there ia no denying, 
but tlie full measure of ids proAvess could not 1 h* 
judged bj’ his performance tliis afteriMMui. for in 
the pair lie met lie had no n*al opposition. His 
presence in the naddock attracted an immense gal- 
lery eager to inspect 1dm at close range. He is an 
impressive looker and strikes the beliolder as ,a 
cliampion. 

The opener brouglit a cheap band, AA'ith St. 
Quentin and The Desert held in the most favor, 
but the best St. (Jiientin could do was to laud 
third place, tlie purse going to old Back Bay. Avhicb 
had the race Avon after being straightened for the 
stretcli racing. Valerie West raced AA’ell and avus 
an easy .second. Tlie Desert niiglit have been dan- 
gerous, but the inexperienced McC'rann got liim 
practically left at the post. 

O.ver There, which Avon in sparkling fasidoii yes- 
terday. iviM*ated that performance this afterii<H»n 
and simply caiiteriMl oAvay fmm tiie other gmsl ones 
tliat started in tlie second ni'*e at a mile. McAtee 
took 1dm 'into a good ^ead at once, and it was no 
difficulty for him to retain his advantage and win 
liy a big margin. Recount was just as easily liest 
of the otliers and ran a good race. Tldrd place 
went to Crank, which slipped up next to the inner 
rail and OA'crhauled the otliers in the stretch drive 
for tlie shorter iMirtion of the purse. The race 

brought with it a mishap that prohaldy terminateil 
the racing career of Vancouver, AAidch in some fasli- 
iou became involved in a jam and emerged from it 
with a badly cut tendon on one of ids Idnd 
legs. 

Fifteen of the twenty -four youngsters entered in 
the tldrd race went to the (Hist, and Shillelagh II. 
was tlie Im kicst and Avon from Cormoran and Jean 
Bulla lit. There w ere good tilings galore iii the 
race, but none of tlie heavily backed ones figured 
to any noticeable extent during the running. 

Of the many upsets that develoiied during the 
aftenuHin none jidted tlie talent more than did tlie 
defeat of (’amoiifleur, which succunilied in easy 
style to Woodtrap. The latter raced in his best 
form, and taking ooniiunnd at once led for nearly 
the entire race, ultimately winning easing up, 
(■amoufleur, after acting badly at the post and be- 
ginning repeatedly in front, aaus finally away last 
wlien a start Avas effected, but he could not have 
lH*ateii tlie Avinner this afteriuMiii under any condi- 
tions, thougli lie secureil second place easily enough. 
After tlie fiiiisli he Avas claimed by W. Martin for 
$4,500, ail advance of $1,500 over ids entered price. 
David 11:. rum Avas giA’Cii the call in the final race, 
but that colt failed to rim to exiiectutions and did 
not get a part of the purse. 3'he vr inner turned 
up in MciMelland’s Tlie Trout, which liad to stand 
a terrific drive to overhaul Peace Pennant, and 
only accomplislied tliis piirfMise in the last slx-

maritime provinces. Horses of his breeding are 
winning races for other owners in the States, 
Avhere his OAvn colt, Ihdcful, sccoml in this year’s 
King’s Plate, Avon tAvo good races only a AA'eek 
ago. It AA*as not um*ommon for him to liaA'e a 
hundred head of thoroughbreds at the farm at one 
time, and the establishment AAas maintained on a 
scale seldom seen outside of Englan<l. 

The turf history of Mr. Seagram is the history 
of the (’anadian turf during his years of activity. 
He AA’on the gueeu’s Plate first in 1891, tAveiity- 
eigiit years ago, w’itli Victorious, having been seo 
ond two years previous with Bonnie Iim to Colonist.

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ORANGE COUNTY AN EQUINE PARADISE 



Track at Goshen Horse Lovers’ Mecca for Many 
Tears — Old Days Recalled. 



GOSHEN, N. Y., August 20.— No section of the 
Tnlted States has a greater charm for those who 
love a good horse than Orange county, and this 
lovely village in the heart of a region truly his- 
toric from an e<iuine viewpoint is the Mecca for 
r.icing enthusiasts during the first week in August, 
wlien a tliree-day program is decided over the pic- 
turesque half-mile course winch is located in the 
center of the town. 

No otlier race meeting held in America compares 
with it from a siKirtsman’s outlook, as it is betless 
and given as a tribute to the harness horse by Mrs. 
E. H, Harriman. It is hallowed ground over which 
the horses race. Admirers of the thoroughbred and 
standard bred alike approach it with reverence 
when they recall that Messenger, the English 
thoroughbred whose bloo<l is found in the pedigrees 
of many of our best horses and who fathered the 
great American trotting family, held court here in 
1801 and displayed his splendid proportions beneath 
the majestic oak wdiich still rears its sturdy crest 
near the head of the stretch. 

The hoof beats of the thoroughbred made music 
on the Goshen hillsides from 1805 to 1850, when Or- 
ange County attracted the attention of the 
<-ountry through the excellence of its trotting horses. 
From that time to the present harness racing has 
been continuous and world’s records have been made 
over the espleudid course. 

In the early days of racing in Goshen there was 
great rivalry bt'tween Messenger and Baronet, the 
latter also an English horse of blood. Tliere were 
many disputes as to the merits of the get of these 
horses, and a test at mile heats, best two in three, 
for three -year-olds was finally arranged. This race 
was held in 1805 and thirteen went to the post. 
The produce of Messenger finished first, second and 
third, the victor a gray, like his immortal sire, 
rnfortiinately Messenger was removed from Orange 
county alNiut this time, but he had remained long 
enough to demonstrate his wonderful prepotency. 
His accornplishineiits and qualities can best t>e de- 
scribed by quoting that eminent authority, John H. 
Wallace;, who said after referring to the fact that 
Messenger had sired Miller’s Damsel, the dam of 
American Eclipse. 

ANCESTOR OF TROTTING HORSES. 

“But Messinger is better known now as the an- 
cestor of a tremendous tribe of trotting horses 
whose name is legion. We have seen how Mambrino 
iK»t only got fine race horses in England but founded 
a line of trotters whose fame has endured ever 
since and got many weight carrying hunters. His 
own son. Messenger, repeated these achievements in 
America, and we hold his best line of trotters to 
l>e that direct one which has come through 
Mambrino and Abdallah to Hambletonian. 

“Wlierever Messenger sent a son, especially if 
he had access to good mores, a fine, stout, long 
lived ra<*e of horses was the result, There are not 
in tlie liistory of the turf, or in the stud book, or 
in traditions of the general breeders, any two horses 
from whom has flown such peculiar, such general 
and such varied excellence a* Mambrino in England 
and his son Messenger in this country.” - 

In such an atmosphere as this the trottng horse 
became a type. Goldsmith Maid, Dexter and other 
immortals were l>om in Orange county and went 
forth to astonish the world, the former racing from 
Jier sixth to her twentieth year, equaling her own 
world’s record of 2:14 when she was 18 years of 
age and earning the enormous sum of $365,000. 
This is a greater total than Sysonby, Domino, Colin 
or any of the other great money winners of the 
thoroughbred family in the United States won dur- 
ing their careers. Alden Goldsmith and his sons, 
.lames and John, kept Orange county in the fore- 
front wherever the harness horse was raced, while 
the products of Charles Backmnn’s Stony Ford Stud 
went to Kentucky and California to establish fami- 
lies whose descendants are found today in every 
<*orner of the world. 

LATE E. H. HARRIMAN FOND OF HORSES. 

Edward U. Harriman, a leader in anything he 
undertook, moved to Orange county at a time when 
the breeding industry was lagging and when racing 
was at a low ebb. Always fond of a good horse, 
he paid $41,000 for the stallion Stamboul, made an 
alliance with his friends Rensselaer Weston and 
John R. Townsend and determined to revive the 
hor.se glories of the region. His early activities 
were confined to a combined horse sliow and race 
nu'eting and to the establishment of the Glen Arden 
Hunt, which was prosecuted under the vigorous 
leadership of its master, John R. Townsend, not 
only in this country but in Ireland and in England 
as w’ell. 

Mr. Weston had been a boyhood friend of the 
great financier, and when the Hughes law in 1908 
placed racing in jeopard.v Mr. Harriman authorized 
him to prepare an ambitious three-day racing pro- 
gram during which there would be no speculation. 
Disaster was prophesized for the venture, but the 
first of these meetings was a most pronounced suc- 
cess, and since that time there has never been a 
defi(‘it. Mr. Ilarrimau, unfortunately, w'as too ill 
to .attend it and died on September 9, 1909, witli 
the knowledge tluit the people will flock to a good 
horse race even when there is no medium for wa- 
gering. 

The deatii of Mr. Harriman, however, did not 
halt the project or alter tlie plan for the entertain- 
ment of the si>ort loving populace one iota. Mrs. 
Harriman took counsel with Messrs. Weston and 
Townsend, and every year since the death of her 
husband three days, racing for $2,000 purses bring 
from all parts of the -country the best trotters and 
pacers that are in training. A nominal charge of 
.50 cents ^ly is made at the gate, and the entire 
countryside turns out for tlie occasion. Mrs. Harri- 
ni.'in oc<*iiples her box every day, surrounded by her 
friends. 

C. K. G. BILLINGS A CONTRIBUTOR.. 

Tliat good sportsman, C. K. G. Billings, ever 
anxious to h<*lp the cause of the horse, has on oc- 
casions contributed to tlie entertainment of the 
llirongs, which come from as far distant as Chicago 
:ind Cleveland for the occasion. One year he sent 
the i>eerless Uhlan, 1:58, and Charles Tanner, and 
this unrivaled combination estabished a world’s 
record of 2:02?4 over the fractional course. Mr. 
Tanner served his apprenticeship under the Gold- 
smith’s and is known to every man, woman and 
<-liild in the community. The famous reinsmun and 
liiK splf-nclid ehninpion received u tremendous ova- 

lion. 

In addition to framing a program which brings 
a wealth of racing material to his track Secretary 
Weston has endeared himself to horsemen by offer- 
ing and indueng otliers to give special awards to 
tirivers and horses tiiat may accomplish noteworthy 
lierfoitnances. All this makes for sharjier racing 
and keener interest. He has also fostered matinee 
racing and engaged the attention of such represent- 
ative men as Ricliard Delafield, Robert Goelet, W. 
Avereli Harriman and Pierre Ixirillard, Jr., for this 
pastiiiM>. Tlie inter^'st in the harness horss has 
been sustained so admirably through his untiring 



INSIDE POST POSITIONS A BIG HELP 



Statistics Show That Horses Closer to Inside Rail 
Win Oftener Than Those on Outside. 

(BY EDWARD W. CJOLE.) 

SARATOGA SPRINGS, N. Y., August 20.— Post 
positions of horses running over the Saratoga track 
do not have as much bearing on the results of 
races as tliey do at some of the otlier tracks in this 
state. A recapitulation of the first seventy-seven 
races run this season here indicates that any 
position between one and six is good enough. Tiiese 
two positions, one and six, through some freak of 
fortune, liave provided more than thirty-seven per 
cent of the winners, while but thirty of the win- 
ners came from post position numbers two, three, 
four and five combined. Small fields naturally 
make tlie first half dtizen inside rail positions 
stand out from the other points in the statistics, 
as a numlier of the races had less tlian eight 
starters. But tlie figures show that an inside rail 
position is preferable from any point of starting. 
This is recognized on all tracks, though there is 
no visible reason why It should be if the starting 
gate is set to conform with the track construction, 
making the distance uniform between the inside 
rail and outside positions to the first turn. The 
only other advantage, presumably, is that the foot- 
ing is faster on the inside rail than on any other 
part of the track, owing to its being beaten down 
more by tr.iining and racing over it. The strange 
part of the figures is the fact tliat number six 
position provided nearly double the number of win- 
ners over any other i>oint excepting numlier one. 
This can be attributed to nothing but fortune, or 
tliat man.v good horses drew number six position. 
Yet the figures accentuate the fact that any post 
position over the Saratoga track up to number six, 
no matter wiiat the size of the field, has a slight 
advantage over horses which are sent off from 
isisitions farther out. • 

NUMBER ONE THE LUCKY POSITION. 

The recapitulation shows that sixteen winners 
were sent off from number one position, nine from 
numlier two, nine from number three, .seven from 
number four, five from number five, thirteen from 
numlier six, five from number seven, four from 
number eight, two from number nine, three from 
number ten and but four from positions located 
nearer the outer rail.

The purcliase W’as made to give 
more space for parking automobiles, wliich has 
been found inade<iunte this year. 



FRIZZLE YEARLING HIGHLY PRIZED 



Youngster in New Orleans Turfman’s Stable Said to 
Be Best at Lexington Track. 

LEXINGTON, Ky., August 20.— One of the real 
racing prospects among the ninety-nine thorouglibred 
yearlings now being trained at the Kentucky Jo<*key 
Club tra<*k here is tlie chestnut colt by Frizzle, dam 
Floral Park (half-sister to Johren). His owmer is 
Frank Grefer of New Orleans. He was foaled at 
Glen Helen Stud and he is being trained by Harry 
Morrissey. He is not a large horse, but what there 
is of him is “all horse,” as the saying goes, and 
quite inspiring. He is out for business when he runs, 
and puts Ids heart into his work. 

Morrissey is also training the brother to Kewessa, 
by McGee — Sanfara, for Grefer, but he is no such 
‘horse as is the Frizzle colt. He is a chestnut in 
color and leggy. In api>earance he is even more 
ungainly tiian was Exterminator at the same age. 
He isn’t as level as his stablemate, since he still is 
given to jumping stiff -legged when mounted for 
exercise. He will not come to hand early, but may 
develop into a serviceable racer at three years old. 

Our Jack is the name of a well-made, substan- 
tial-looking brown colt by Beach Comber — Prin- 
cess Titania (dam of three winners), owned by 
Morrissey himself and named for his son. Our 
Jack already has given evidence of the possession 
of speed, though he has not been asked the vital 
question as yet. Morrissey is sweet on him. 

The fourtli and remaining member of the string 
is also by Beach Comber. He is a brown son of 
I>egeiierate, dam of Rye and five other winners. 
In appearance he is a bit ragged, but Morrissey 
has faith in him. “He’ll come out fine some of 
these days,” said he. “We have named him Homer 
K. for one of my son’s little pals. E. R. Bradley 
owns a half interest in this fellow, and 1 shouldn’t 
be surprised if he returns liim his outlay for Beach 
Comber. Stranger things than that have liapiiened 
in horse racing and horse breeding.”
